WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP). 
—Democrats and Republicans in 
Congress today joined in hailing 
the results of the Crimea confer- 
ence of President Roosevelt, Prime 
Minister Churchill and Premier 
Stalin. Although there was some 
dissent, the results of the confer- 
ence seemed, temporarily at least, 


to satisfy most of the divergent 
congressional viewpoints on for- 


eign policy. 


Calling the agreements “in the) 


main highly satisfactory,” Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
Chairman Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
said that “on the whole, the work 
of the conference will be very 
helpful and reassuring.” 

However, he said he did not 
desire to comment on the agree- 
ment “upon the voting question in 
the council” without any knowl- 
edge “of the details of that point.” 

(This referred to the announce- 
ment that the Big Three had 
solved the dispute over voting pro- 
cedure in the proposed world se- 
curity organization.) 

At the same time Connally said 
he was pleased that “the people of 
the world are advised that both 
in war and in peace the Allies are 
working in a spirit of harmony 
and unity to accomplish the high 
objectives of the war and the 
peace machinery to follow.” 

Representative O’Konski (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, interrupted general 
House acclaim of the Big Three 
agreement to denounce it today, as 
“a sell-out of Poland.” 

The Roosevelt-Churchill-Stalin 
eonference, O’Konski said, “repre- 
sents a victory for Goebbels.” He 
termed the Crimean communique 

“a stab in the back to freedom— 
a stab in the back to the most 
freedom-loving people, the Poles, 
who have done more to crush 
Nazism than any other nation on 
earth.”

The Nazis reported 
Russian crossings of the Bober 
yesterday but there has been no 
confirmation by Moscow yet, 

17th Capital Liberated. 

Budapest was the seventeenth 
capital taken by the Allies since 
last June 4, when Rome fell. Much 
of Budapest, whose prewar popu- 
lation was 1,217,000, was in ruins. 
A Berlin broadcast several hours 
earlier said Budapest was evacuat- 
ed by its decimated German-Hun- 
garian garrison which attacked at 
dawn and broke through Soviet 
siege lines “to continue the fight 
in the open field.” 

Stalin, however, declared that the 
Russians today “completed the 
routing” of the encircled enemy, 
and that more than 110,000 defend- 
ers headed by the German com- 
mander, Col. Gen. Peter Wilden- 
bruch and his staff, were captured, 
along with large stores of arms 
and booty. He did not disclose the 
number of Germans killed but on 
the basis of Moscow announce- 
ments during the battle the enemy 
also suffered a heavy toll in dead. 


Stalin termed Budapest a “strat- 
egically important German defense 
center on the road to Vienna,” and 
ordered a victory salute of 24 salvos 
from 324 Moscow guns, a celebra- 
tion reserved only for major tri- 
umphs. 

Although Stalin described the 
siege roughly as lasting a month 
and a half, the battle inside the 
city actually began on Dec. 27, 
when Russian troops first 
smashed into the capital. Thus 
the fall of the city came 48 days 
after the start of the fighting. 

30,000 Captured in 2 Days. 

Moscow had indicated last night 
that the end of the battle was 
near by announcing that the core 
of organized resistance had been 
broken with seizure of the royal 
palace and ancient fortress on the 
west bank of the Danube in Buda. 
Pest, the other part of the city on 
the east bank, was cleared Jan. 19. 

This announcement said 30,000

Allies Make Steady Prog- 
ress—U, S. Third Army 
Joins Sure River

PARIS, Feb. 13 (AP).—British 
Empire troops made “steady prog- 
ress’ east and south of captured 
Kleve today in the heaviest fight- 
ing of the new offensive while Ca- 
nadians to the north entered Greit- 
hausen, less than a mile from the 
flooded Rhine and 20 from the 
Ruhr city of Wesel. 

The Germans committed seven 


first rate divisions, including tank- 
ers, to the battle, tripling their 
strength in the Kleve area, 

Allied lines for the first time 
were thrust within 300 miles of 
Berlin at Greithausen, two miles 
from the industrial town of Em- 
merich. 

Almost for the first time since 
the offensive started, the air 
forces were able to supply close 
ground support to ground troops, 
despite clouds. Some 500 tactical 
sorties were flown before noon, 

Yanks Merge Bridgehead. 

The American’ Third Army 
‘ripped a new breach in the Sieg- 
fried Line opposite the Luxem- 
bourg frontier when the Fifth and

The London Poles bitterly de- 
nounced the Polish decision of 
President Roosevelt, Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill and Marshal Stalin, 
giving their answer just 24 hours 
after the British Foreign Office 


handed the Polish ambassador in 
London the text of that decision, 

The intention of the three pow- 
ers to create a Polish provisional 
Government of National Unity 
“can only legalize Soviet interfer- 


ence in Polish internal affairs,” a 
500-word statement from Socialist 


Premier’ Tomasz Arciszewski of 
the London group declared. 

“As long as territory of Poland 
will remain under the sole occupa- 
tion of Soviet troops, a govern- 
ment of that kind will not safe- 
guard the Polish nation, even in 
the presence of British and Ameri- 
can diplomats, in the unfettered 
right of free expression,” it said. 

The London Poles repeated their 
claim as “the sole legal and gen- 
erally-recognized government of 
Poland.” 

The statement declared the Lon- 
don government would regard sev- 
erance of the eastern half of Po- 
land through imposition of a 
Polish-Soviet frontier following

Churchill and Stalin’s agreement 
at Yalta offers the world “the 
greatest opportunity in all his- 
tory” for a lasting peace in which 
“all men in all the lands may live 
out their lives in freedom from 
want and fear.” 


Peace Based on Charter, 


It pledges the greatest alliance 
of military and political power in 
history to support the ideal of a 
peace based on the Atlantic Char- 
ter, which thereby appears to take 
on new life. Several pieces of spe- 
cific peace machinery to guaran- 
tee independence and self-deter- 
mination to the small countries of 
Europe were adopted in addition 
to the formula for creating a new 
government in Pojand, which will 
be acceptable to all three powers. 


The three leaders apparently 
compromised the split between 
the United Stats and Russia over 
the voting rights of great powers 
in the proposed Dumbarton Oaks 
security plan. This cleared the 
way for the calling of a United 
Nations conference at San Fran- 
cisco April 25. 


That is the date by which Rus- 
sia must denounce its non-aggres- 
sion treaty with Japan if it is not 
to run for another five years. 


Diplomatic officials here dis- 
counted the significance of this 
fact, terming it a coincidence, but 
it raised all over again specula- 
tion that Stalin had now declared 
to Roosevelt and Churchill an in- 
tention to enter the war in Asia 
when military conditions in Eu- 
rope permit. 

On his way home from the Cri- 
mea, Stettinius has gone to Mos- 
cow for a brief visit. The where- 
abouts of Stalin, Churchill and 
Roosevelt were not disclosed. Pre- 
sumably Stalin has returned to 
his urgent duties as Soviet com- 
mander in chief and the other two 
are homeward bound, 


Military decisions were made 
early in the conference and the 
staff chiefs who participated are 
presumably also en route home, 
after issuing the initial orders nec- 
essary to mount the promised new 
assaults on Germany. 


War Mobilizer James F. Byrnes 
returned today. He attended the 
conference as an adviser to the 
President, presumably to help in 
discussing plans-for the economic 
control of Germany and improve- 
ment of conditions throughout 
Europe. 

Results Exceed Hopes, 

When President Roosevelt left 
for this conference some weeks 
ago Washington officials were 
saying privately that this time he 
had to “bring home the bacon” if 
the American people were to be 
assured that they would get any- 
thing like the kind of world they 
want out of this war. Today 
many of these same officials are 
saying that the agreements

ACCORD ON POLISH ISSUES CEMENTS UNITY OF MAJOR ALLIES 


Agreement Provides for Growth 
Of France as Fourth Big Power 
And Recognizes China’s Future

Atlantic Charter than they had 
dared hope. 

The agreements were worked 
out in conference rooms of the old 
white stone Palace, Livadia, near 
the resort town of Yalta which 
Czar Nicholas IT built as a sum- 
mer resort and which Soviet Rus- 
sia uses as a rest home for 
workers. 

Hour after hour the three lead- 
ers and their principal advisers, 
including Stettinius, Foreign Sec- 
retary Eden and Foreign Commis- 
sar Molotov, sat around a huge 
white-clothed circular table and 
talked out problems of great pow- 
er co-operation for peace. These 
problems have been troubling the 
Allied world for months. 

Some Decisions Held Up. 

All their conclusions were not 
made public. The solution for the 
split betwecn the United States 
and Russia over the issues of 2 
great power “veto” on charges in- 
volving itself in the world security 
organization is to be given out 
only after France and China are 
consulted. 

The plans for ioint military ac- 
tion to “shorten the war” against 
Germany also are unrevealed and 
there is no mention whatever 
of the war against Japan, which 
leaves unchallenged the mounting 
predictions that after the Euro- 
pean war Russia will become an 
ally in the closing phases of the 
Pacific struggle. 

Main Political Achievement. 

The prime political agreement 
announced by the Big Three was 
the formula for settlement of the 
Polish issue, long a gaping hole 
in Allied unity. 

Russia achieved its major ob- 
jectives on the two main points 
in the quarrel—the Russian-Polish 
border and composition of the 
Polish Government. 

However, the decision encom- 
passed American and British 
views that: 

1. The Polish Government should 
be broadly representative. 

2. Free elections should be held 
quickly. 

3. The three major Allies should 
work together in reorganizing the 
government, instead of single- 
handedly. 

Some Changes in Line. 

The territorial settlement gave 
Russia the land it claims up to 
the Curzon Line. Modifications up 
to five miles in the Poles’ favor 
were provided at undisclosed 

ints. 

One modification may be at the 
city of Brest-Litovsk, on the 
eastern bank of the Bug River, 
which constitutes the Curzon Line 
at that point. A five-mile change 
could award Poland this city 
where the Russian-German peace 
was signed in 1917. 

In return, Poland was promised 
additional territory to the north 
and west at Germany’s expense. 

Enormous population shifts are 
involved, first of Germans in East 
Prussia, Upper Silesia and any 
other German land given to the 
Poles, and Poles from the territory 
awarded to Russia. 

The United States and Britain 
already have promised to help in 
the movement which Churchill 
estimated might involve up to 
seven million Germans alone. 

Poland’s German border was 
left undefined. Provision was 
made to consult a new Polish 
Government on this point and to 
seal it at a final peace conference. 


Question of Germany. 


The decision, still believed open, 
of whether Germany should be 
partitioned or just sliced around 
the edges is involved. Some Poles 
have expressed the opinion that 
taking over huge chunks of Ger- 
many would bring them more 
trouble than benefit, while others 
would push their boundary as far 
westward as possible. 

The actual work remains to be 
done on setting up a unified Pol- 
ish government, but the Big Three 
laid down a formula. 

They promised to recognize a 
new “Polish provisional govern- 
ment of national unity” to be 
formed by reorganizing the Soviet- 
backed group in Warsaw “on a 
broader democratic basis.” 

It was specified that “demo- 
cratic headers from Poland itself 
and from abroad” should be in- 
cluded, 

Pledge on Ballot, 


It was stated that this national 
unity government “shall be 
pledged to the holding of free and 
unfettered elections as soon as 
possible on the basis of universal 
suffrage and secret ballot,” and 
that “all democratic and anti-Nazi 
parties shall have the right to 
take part and to put forward 
candidates.” 

This insistence on the right of 
people to vote regardless of polit- 


ical affiliation so long as it is not 
pro-Nazi was threaded through 
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the communique and _ evidently 
represented a point for Roosevelt, 
who went to the conference pri- 
marily to seek agreement on prac- 
tical application of such Atlantic 
Charter principles. 

The right to vote is one of those 
set forth in the declaration on lib- 
erated Europe as being within the 
joint protective action of the Big 
Three. 

Commission Formed. 


Three-way action on Poland was | 
assured with the establishment of 
an Allied commission in Moscow 
to consult various Polish factions. 
Provision also was made for an 
immediate exchange of ambassa- 
dors:'among a new Polish govern- 
ment and the three big Allies, so 


that all can keep a close eye on 
Polish developments. 

The Moscow commission con- 
sists of Molotov, American Am- 
bassador W. Averell Harriman and 
British Ambassador Sir Archibald 
Clark Kerr.

Stettinius is in Moscow indicated 
that the commission already might 
have begun its talks. 


Wait-and-See Attitude. 
Official Washington still had a 
wait-and-see attitude today 
toward the working out of the 
formula in the Polish dispute. This 
was indicated by authoritative 
word that Arthur Bliss Lane, 
American ambassador to Poland, 
will remain in Washington pend- 
ing developments. 

Lane was accredited to the Pol- 
ish government in exile in London 
last September, but he never left 
Washington. The official explana- 
tion was that he was having con- 
sultations. 

It appears that Lane will stay 
in Washington until] the commis- 
sion established by the Big Three 
in Moscow has been able to work 
out a unified Polish government. 


Big Role for France. 


The agreement provides also for 
the growth of France as a fourth 
great power in Europe and recog- 
nizes, through the agreement on 
Dumbarton Oaks, the potential 
power of China in the Orient. 
~Numerous references to France 
in yesterday’s announcement gave 
France almost every important 
point it has demanded in Allied 
councils. 

One notable exception, how- 
ever, was in the provision for 
meetings of the foregn ministers. 
The French probably will ask in- 
formally to be included. 
However, an invitation was is- 
sued to France to help settle the 
pressing troubles of liberated Eu- 
rope. Points offered France 
were: 

1. The right to a zone of oc 
cupation in Germany. Gen. 
Charles De Gaulle has frequent- 
ly put forward the French claim 
to occupy the Rhineland. 

2. Equal membership on the 
control commission for Ger- 
many to be set up in Berlin. 

3 French association § in 
working out the problems of 
liberated Europe. 

4.*rench approval of the 
procedure worked out for vot- 
ing on the security council of 
the proposed Dumbarton Oaks 
peace organization. The solu- 
tion to this problem will be 
made public after China and 
France have been consulted. 

5. Participation in extending 
invitations to the United Na- 
tions conference in San Fran- 
cisco. China and France were 
asked to join with the United 
States, Russia and Britain in 
sponsoring the conference. 
French acceptance of all these 
points is regarded here as 
assured, 
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the Curzon line “as a fifth parti- 
tion of Poland now accomplished 
by its allies.” 

It maintained that the three- 
power conference reached its de- 
cisions not only without participa- 
tion and authorization of the Lon- 
don government, but without its 
knowledge and that the decisions 
“cannot bind the Polish nation.” 

Stanislaw Mikolajczyk, former 
Premier of the London govern- 
ment, was reported to be planning 
to fly soon to Moscow to take part 
in discussions concerning the new 
Polish provisional government en- 
visioned by the Big Three. 

Highly regarded by Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and on good terms 
with Premier Stalin, Mikolajczyk 
is regarded here as a likely choice 
for premier of the new govern- 
ment. A leader of Poland’s pow- 
erful Peasant Party, he is known 
to be thoroughly in agreement 
with the Crimean conference pro- 
posals on the Polish frontier ques- 
tion. 

There was no immediate reac- 
tion from the royal Yugoslav gov- 
ernment to the Big Three decree 
which apparently left young King 
Peter in an awkward spot. Peter 
announced only last night that he 
had assented to Dr. Ivan Subasic 


British Welcome Promise of U. S. 
Participation in Europe’s Affairs 


Crimea Charter Regarded as Committing 
Washington to Definite Help in Reshaping 
of Continental Boundaries. 


LONDON, Feb. 13 (AP).—The 
new “Crimea Charter” was wel- 
comed in Britain today as a pledge 
of full participation by the United 
States in the re-shaping of 
Europe’s political and geographi- 
cal future. 

The feeling in London was that 
the United States could hardly 
have been more firmly committed 
to a part in the postwar reforma- 
tion of Europe than by the pledge 
of joint assistance to any liberated 
nation or former Axis satellite in 
forming “interim governmental 
authorities.” 

Part of this joint assistance will 
be to determine that these interim 
governments represent all demo- 
cratic elements. America must 
necessarily dip its hand deeply 
into Europe’s cauldron to back 
this pledge. — 

This promise of United States 
participation was welcomed espe- 
cially in London because of the 


‘storm stirred up here and abroad 


by Britain’s lone intervention in 
Greece, Italy and Yugoslavia, and 
Russia’s independent recognition 
of a Polish Government which was 
nurtured in the Soviet diplomatic 
garden. 

Press comment in London virtu- 
ally was unanimous in praise of 
the charter, which was described 
as the “most hopeful document 
that has been produced in the 
present century” and “a landmark 
in human history.” 

It was assumed here that, just 
as at the Tehran conference, the 
Yalta meetings had arrived at 
many more decisions than those 
disclosed in the charter. 

The conference, it was believed, 
would lay the groundwork for 
the anticipated world security 
league, confined to the United Na- 
tions. 

This would place both neutral 
and enemy countries on probation 
until such time when they would 
be willing and able to assume ac- 
tive roles toward preserving world 
peace. 

It seemed certain that the 
United States would oppose the 
admission of Argentina until the 
present policies and regimes of 
the South American country have 
been revised. Russia was expected 
to take a similar attitude toward 
Spain. 

If future security policies ac- 
tually were laid down at Yalta, it 
was considered that Spain and 
Argentina might be the primary 
targets for probationary action 
among the neutrals, leaving the 
status of Turkey, Sweden, Portu- 
gal, Switzerland and Fire in doubt. 

Such a decision, it was believed 
probable here, would result in giv- 
ing a wide berth to those seven 
nations, plus Finland, Italy and 
Hitler’s Balkan satellites until they 
proved themselves worthy of a 
place in the family of nations. 

The three British chiefs of staff 
—Adm, Sir Andrew Cunningham, 
Field Marshal Sir Alan Brooke 
and Air Marshal Sir Charles Por- 
tal—have returned from the con- 
ference, the British Ministry of 
Information announced today. It 
gave no hint as to the present 
whereabouts of President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister Churchill.

CHINESE SEE CRIMEA PARLEY 
AS PATTERN FOR ASIA ACCORD 


CHUNGKING, Feb. 13 (AP). — 
Chinese circles today acclaimed 
the Big Three decisions as a hap- 
py augury for a future accord on 
Far Eastern questions and the 
eventual entry of Russia into the 
war against Japan. 

It was obvious that the Chinese 
were greatly impressed by the 
unity of purpose emerging from 
the conference, especially on the 
Polish question. China was ex- 
pected to follow the lead of the 
United States and Britain in rec- 
ognizing a provisional Polish gov- 
ernment. 


HOPKINS AT CRIMEA MEETING

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RUSSIANS REGARD 
STETTINUS VISIT 
AS SIGN OF UNITY 


U. S. Secretary Arrives in 
Moscow for Brief Stay 
— Reds Acclaim Re- 
sults of Talks. 


MOSCOW, Feb. 13 (AP).—An- 
nouncement of momentous. deci- 
sions reached by the Big Three 
were given added significance-for 
the Russian people today with 
the presence of United States 
Secretary of State Stettinius in 
Moscow on a brief official visit. 

Fresh from the historic confer- 
ence in the Crimea, Stettinius 
stepped off a plane at the Mos- 
cow airport late yesterday as.the 
capital still buzzed with news of 
the meeting of Premier Stalin, 
President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill. 

In one of the first editorial 
comments in the Soviet press on 
the conference, the Communist 
party organ Pravda, which does 
not ordinarily publish on Tuesday, 
declared: “The Crimean confer- 
ence has proved that the alliance 
of the three big powers possesses 
not only a historical yesterday, a 
victorious today, but also agreat 
tomorrow. The conference will go 
down in history as an example of 
real democratic co-operation.” 

Izvestia, the Government news- 
paper, hailed the conference as 
“the biggest political event of cur- 
rent times—an event which will 
enter in history as a new exam- 
ple of co-ordinated solutions of 
complicated questions in the in- 
terest of peace and democracy.” 

Roosevelt, Stalin and Churchill 
“deliberated and discussed a large 
number of questions, any of which 
could be regarded as a test of the 
political wisdom and far-sighted 
ness of a statesman,” said Izves- 
tia. It added that the conference 
again had proved the “stability of 
the Allies’ military alliance.” 

“Hitlerite Germany is doomed, 
the hour of its collapse hag ar- 
rived, its resistamce is hopeless,” 
Izvestia said. 


“Holy Pledge.” 


Strengthening of unity in the 
period of peace, the paper added, 
is accepted as a “holy pledge” by 
the three governments, and the 
people of Soviet Russia are “firm- 
ly convinced” the Crimean deci- 
sions will be realized in full. 

Factories and mines throughout 
Soviet Russia held spontaneous 
meetings last night and early this 
morning, folowing radio  an- 
nouncements of the conference. 

Impromptu speakers made such 
remarks as these: “We'll be in 
Berlin soon,” and “This means the 
end of Hitler.” 

A communique said Stettinius, 
who was accompanied by United 
States Ambassador W, Averell 
Harriman, had come to Moscow 
at the invitation of Foreign Com- 
missar Vyacheslav Molotov and 
would stay several days. His visit 
was taken as new evidence ofthe 
ties binding Russia to its allies. 

Others in the Stettinius party 
included H, Freeman Matthews, 
director of the United States 
State Department’s office of Eu- 
ropean affairs; Alger Hiss, depu- 
ty director of the Department’s 
Office of Special Political Af- 
fairs; Wilder Foots, assistant to 
Stettinius, and Maj, Terence L. 
Tyson, military aide to Stettinius. 

The Moscow radio. broadcast 
the text of the Big Three com- 
munique last night without com- 
ment, ending the program by 
playing the Soviet national an- 
them, “God Save the King,” and 
“The Star Spangled Banner.” 

Approval Assured, 

Nationwide approval of the con- 
ference decisions may be expect- 
ed from the Soviet Union—with- 
out waiting for official comment 
—because in the eyes of Russian 
citizens they fall consistently in 
line with Soviet foreign and mili- 
tary policies. 

Of uppermost interest to Rus- 
sians was the agreement for the 
final defeat of Germany, espe- 
cially the portion which said, “the 
timing, scope and co-ordination of

CONNALLY PREDICTS RUSSIA 
WILL JOIN WAR ON JAPAN 


Congressional Circles 
View ‘Close Working 
Partnership’ of Big 3 
General Staffs as Indi- 
cation. | 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP). 
—Belief was expressed in congres- 
sional circles today that President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill reached an agreement 
with Premier Stalin for eventual 
Russian participation in the war 
with Japan, 

The expectation of Russian aid 
against Japan in the Pacific was 
based partly on the announcement 
that a “very close working part- 
nership” had been. established 
among the American, British and 
Russian genera] staffs at the Big 
Three conference. There the 
Allied leaders underwrote the 
terms of a “Crimean Charter” for 
co-operative action on war and 
peace, 


April 25—when first-rank diplo- 
mats of the United Nations will 
meet in San Francisco to begin 
the formation of a world security 
organization—is the final date on 
which either Russia or Japan can, 
by giving one year’s notice, de- 
nounce their nonaggression treaty. 
If the treaty is not denounced by 
then, it runs for another five 
years, Thus Russia’s position in 
regard to future hostilities with 
the Japanese may become clearer 
. the time of the diplomats’ meet- 
ng. 

The Russians refused to sit 
down with the Chinese at the pre- 
liminary Dumbarton Oaks con- 
ference, officially because they 
were not at war with China’s en- 
emy, Japan. They have, however, 
sat with the Chinese in the inter- 
national monetary and United Na- 
tions relief conferences.

VATICAN CITY PAPER DENIES 
POPE FAVORS ‘SOFT PEACE’ 


LONDON, Feb. 13 (AP).—The 
Vatican radio, quoting the Vatican 
City newspaper, Osservatore Ro- 
mano, denied. yesterday recent 
Russian assertions that Pope Pius 
XII favored a “soft” peace and 
said allegations of friendliness be- 
tween the Axis and the Vatican 
were “pure inventions.” 

Commenting on an article in the 
Red Army newspaper, Red Star, 
by Soviet writer Carl Gofman, Os 
servatore Romano said he made 
it clear that the Soviet Union 
would not tolerate any influence 
of Vatican policy regarding Ger- 
many, Austria, Hungary and Po- 
land, 

The Vatican City paper also de- 
nied another Red Star statement 
asserting that the Vatican had 
influentia¥. control of Argentine 
economic affairs and co-operated 
with Nazi and Fascist agents in 
Argentina. 


FRENCH REACTION, 
PLAN FOR SEA AND 
AIR BASE AT DAKAR 


Ambassadors of Big 
Three Notify De Gaulle 
of Decisions of Crimea 
Conference. 


PARIS, Feb. 13 (AP).—The Gov- 
ernment announced today that the 
Council of Ministers had approved 
a plan to build a huge naval and 
air base at Dakar to protect the 


French empire lifelines and as a 
contribution to “collective secur- 
ity.” 

The plan approved at a session 
in which Gen, Ge Gaulle reported 
he had been notified last night 
by American, British and Russian 
Ambassadors of decisions reached 
at the Crimea conference, remind- 
ed the m&ijor powers that France 
still holds a trump card for con- 
ferences yet to come. 

The Government has reserved 
specific comment on the Crimea 
conferences decisions. Members 
repeated De Gaulle’s position that 
France would not be bound by 
decisions affecting its interest 
which were taken without its con- 
sultation. 

The first editoria? reaction to 
the Yalta conference reflected a 
tone of noncommittal reservation. 

“A country whose rapid recovery 
and whose courage in adversity 
have won admiration of the world 
should no longer be a poor rela- 
tion,” said the newspaper Libera- 
tion Soir, adding that the French 
resented the nation’s exclusion 
from Yalta.

PACIFIC AT MALTA 


Pair Made Night Flight 


to Crimea — President 


Apparently Flew to 
Preliminary Meeting. 


VALETTA, Malta, Feb. 13 (AP). 
~—President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill discussed plans 
for crushing Japan on this famous 
Mediterranean island before they 
made a night flight to their Cri- 
mea meeting with Premier Stalin. 

Information that Roosevelt and 


Churchill had discussed the Pa- 
cific war in their preliminary ren- 
dezvous here came from a high- 
ranking United States officer. It 
constituted the only mention of 
the Pacific axis partner in con- 
nection with the Big Three meet- 
ing. 

Joining the chiefs of the United 
States and British governments in 
the discussions here were many of 
the leading military and naval 
figures. 

With the Prime Minister were 
Adm. Sir Andrew Browne Cun- 
ningham, First Sea Lord; Air 
Chief Marshal Sir Charles Portal 
and Field Marshals Sir Henry 
Maitland Wilson, Sir Alan Brooke 
and Sir Harold Alexander. 

U. 8S. Military Staff. 

With the President were Army 
Chief of Staff Gen. George C. 
Marshall; Adm. Ernest King and 
many others. Adm. Chester Nim- 
itz also was reported to have been 
present, but this was not con- 
firmed. 

The Prime Minister arrived be- 
fore Roosevelt and made his head- 
quarters in a warship during his 
stay. There was a note of sadness 
connected with his visit, for 15 
persons connected with his party 
were killed when their plane 
crashed into the Mediterranean. 
Bodies of the victims which were 
found were brought ashore and 
buried on the island and injured 
members were treated here. 

The President landed on a 
Malta airdrome which swarmed 
with planes. (This would seem to 
indicate that Roosevelt traveled to 
Malta by air but White House 
announcements did not disclose 
his mode of transportation, and 
photographs show him aboard an 
American warship at Malta.) 

People Cheer Roosevelt. 

He received a thundering ova- 
tion from the people as he toured 
the island. He made a special: 
point of stopping beside a bronze 
placque on a palace wall which 
bore an inscription of the citation 
he gave to the Maltese people dur- 
ing his previous visit to the island 
on Dec. 8, 1943.

GARETTEINQUIRY 
DISCLOSES BAD 
SALES PRACTICES 


Results of Shortage, Not 
Its 
‘Rationing, Private 
Hoarding Assailed. 


Causes — Unfair 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP).— 
The Federal Trade Commission 


said today “a number of undesira- 
'ble practices” have developed in 
'the tobacco 


industry in connec- 
tion with the cigarette shortage. 

These practices didn’t cause the 
the commission said— 
they were the results of it. 


Investigating the scarcity at the 
request of Senator Wheeler 
(Dem.), Montana, the agency re- 
ported that it is directly traceable 
to the volume of cigarettes going 
to the armed services and the Al- 
lies, and is magnified by an in- 
creased civilian demand. 


The report said the scarcity was 
not caused by any illegal arrange- 
ments within the industry. No 
large hidden stocks were uncov- 
ered in the investigation, and the 
commission said it isn’t likely that 
anybody will try to accumulate 
such stocks. 


Undesirable Practices, 


As for the “undesirable prac- 
tices,” the commission said they 
include: 

1. Inequitable “rationing” by 
some manufacturers, wholesal-

Never Before in 15 Years, 

Not in a school generation—not 
in 15 years—had anything like 
this hit the St. Louis public 
schools. As far as the pupils were 
concerned, the examination was 
very much like any other, only 
longer and tougher. As a matter 
of fact, however, it was designed 
not so much to test Willie as to 
test the educational effectiveness, 
or ineffectiveness, of the public 
school teaching. For 15 years the 
schools had assumed themselves 
to be good, but were they? And if 
good, how good? What and how 
much of what is taught actually 
sticks in the minds of boys and 
girls?

WHITE HOUSE MUM 
ON F.D.R.’S RETURN 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP). 
—A White House spokesman re- 
fused to say yesterday when Pres- 
ident Roosevelt would return to 
Washington and added in response 
to questions that he did not know 
whether Roosevelt would confer 
with Gen. Charles de Gaulle prior 
to his return.

Little Prospect of Bigger Output. 

The commission said there was 
little prospect of much increase in 
production in 1945.

Therefore, 
the only help for the situation is 
“a more equitable distribution of 
the available domesite supply.” 

Of cigarette manufacturers, the 
commission said there can be no 
doubt that some of them, “for a 
variety of reasons, including 
friendship and good business, fa- 
vored those customers, who had 
been loyal in times of adversity, 
or who had co-operated with them 
or assisted them.” 

But the commission made spe- 
cial note of the fact that “no man- 
ufacturer has been found to have 
capitalized the situation by manip- 
ulating rationing for competitive 
advantage or with undue trade- 
restrictive results.”

N framing the new Constitution, the Constitutional Convention 
retained the guarantces protecting the fundamental rights of the 
citizens of Missouri as individuals which were in the old Consti- 
tution of 1875. 
Few changes were made in the Bill of Rights. 
sections, such as those prohibiting slavery and duelling, were deleted 
and a few new sections added to meet the requirements of present 
day government. 
The declarations of the Bill of | 
Rights on which the individual || 
must rely for protection against | 
dictatorial administration, against | 
the enactment of laws infringing | 
upon his inalienabie personal | 
rights and against unwarranted | | 
exercise of judicial power, are all | 
preserved in the new Constitution. | 
So accustomed are the people to | 
the recognized rights that proba- 
bly few know just what guaran- 
tees they have. It is the purpose 
of this article to set forth the 
changes proposed, and also a full 
statement of the protection the 
people have. 


this section would permit the 
state to acquire property in ad- 
dition to that needed for the right- 
of-way of a road and impose 
limited access control and have 
full regulation of filling stations, 
restaurants, garages and other 
businesses immediately adjoining 
the road, 

8. Provision is made for the pub- 
lic interest by authorizing the tak- 
ing of depositions by the state in 
criminal cases to preserve the 
testimony of witnesses who might 
die or leave the state. Amply 
protecting the rights of accused 
persons, the section provides that 
depositions may be taken only up- 
on a showing in court of the 
necessity, that depositions cannot 
be taken outside the state, and 
that when depositions are taken 
the traveling expenses of the de- 
fendant and his attorney must be 
paid by the state or county. Legis- 
lation will be necessary to make 
this section effective. 

9. A new section permits a de- 
fendant in any criminal case to 
waive trial. by jury and submit 
his case to the court. There is 
now a question as to the legal 
right of a person to waive a jury 
trial in a case punishable by 
death. 

10. The prohibition of the pres- 
ent Constitution against religious 
corporations holding title to any 
real estate except that used for 
church buildings, parsonages and 
cemeteries is omitted from the 
proposed new Constitution, 


Old Rights Preserved. 


Those constitute the only impor- 
tant changes proposed. In addi- 
tion to the rights enumerated the 
Bill of Rights of the proposed Con- 
stitution re-enacts those of the old 
Constitution, The principal ones 
are: 

All persons have a natural right 
to life, liberty, the pursuit of hap- 
piness and the enjoyment of the 
gains of their own industry. 


Women May Be Jurors. 


Ten important alterations are 
proposed in the Bill of Rights in 
the new Constitution, as follows: 

1. Women are given the right 
to serve on juries, but by express 
declaration they cannot be com- 
pelled to serve. The new section 
requires that the trial judge must 
excuse from the jury any woman 
who makes the request before 
being sworn as a juror. 


2. For the protection of Negroes, 
particularly, the declaration, taken 
from the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, that “all persons are created 
equal” is included, The section 
has nothing to do with the ques; 
tion of “social equality,” and is 
limited to legal rights. It reads: 
“All persons are created equal and 
are entitled to equal rights and 
opportunity under the law.” It is 
doubtful that the new section adds 
anything to the implied provisions 
of the present Constitution, but it 
is a guarantee against any legis- 
lative action which would dis- 
criminate against Negroes. 


3. In a provision of very doubt- 
ful legal effect, there is an at- 
tempt to require that any pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, affect- 
ing the individual liberties of the 
people, can be ratified in Mis- 
gsouri solely by a convention of 
delegates chosen by the people, 
and not by the Legislature. The 
originators of the section had in 
mind the question of national 
prohibition. Doubt as to the ef- 
fectiveness of the provision lies 
in the fact that, in submitting 
Constitutional amendments, Con- 
gress, under the Federal Constitu- 
tion, has the power to designate 
whether ratification shall be by 
state conventions, or by the Legis- 
jatures of the states.

E.L. A.S. Giving

E,. L. A. S. has been settled 
by permitting E. L. A. S. guards 
to act as custodians of the arms 
for the Greek Government, it was 
disclosed today. 

Under the terms of the pact 
signed vesterday by the left-wing 
E. A. M. (National Libertation 
Front) and the Government, the 
E. L. A. S., fighting auxiliary for 
the E. A. M., wil! turn in their 
arms within two weeks. to 
E. L. A. S. guards in 37 localities 
in E. L. A. S. territory. 

The agreement also provides 
that a plebiscite on the monarchy 
and the election of a constituent 
assembly shall be held. 


Stipulation on Arms. 


It stipulates the minimum num- 
ber of arms which must be ac- 
counted for, including at least 41,- 
500 rifles, 1000 light machineguns 
and 32 pieces. of assorted artillery. 
A National Guard call-up by 
age groups will go into effect in 
each area as the National Guard 
takes over for the Government. 
This appeared to indicate that 
E. L. A. S. members in appropri- 
ate age groups would be mus- 
tered in as National Guards. 
The E. A. M., in a statement 
to the press, disclosed it had made 
no demand to be permitted to 
participate in the Greek Govern- 
ment, 


In a subsequent statement to 
the press the A. said, 
through its Secretary General, 
Dimitrius Partsalides, that the 
agreement would “contribute to 
the pacification of the country 
because it will enable the econom- 
ic rehabilitation necessary’ to 
Greece in its present plight. 


E. A. M. to Continue. 


“The E. A. M. will continue to 
exist after the agreement,” Part- 
salides asserted, “with the view 
of securing the peoples’ rights.” 
He said the E. A. M. had askéd 
for a general amnesty ‘because 
the differentiation between vari- 
ous types of crimes (political and 
criminal) are difficult and dan- 
gers may arise.” He said the

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A Triumph of Unity 


To a world still tortured by war and fearful 
of the peacetime future, its three great leaders 
spoke as one man in the frank, specific message 
of unity, iron determination and high hopeful- 
ness that came yesterday from Yalta in the 
Crimea, on the shores of the Black Sea. 

This nine-point communique marks a high 
tide in the councils of the United Nations. It 
is the most definite, detailed, concrete state- 
ment produced to date by such a meeting, far 
more so than the pronouncements from Casa- 
blanca, Quebec, Cairo or Teheran. It answers 
the increasing demands of all the peoples for 
fuller knowledge of Allied war aims and of the 
decisions for implementing them. 

In order to achieve their far-reaching agree- 
ment, Messrs. Churchill, Roosevelt and Stalin 
faced and boldly grappled with some of the 
war’s most touchy and difficult political prob- 
lems, any one of which has seemed at times 
to threaten a serious breach in Allied relations. 
They have done this by consultation and com- 
promise and concession, the method by which 
men of good will everywhere settle their differ- 
ences. 

* * . 

One such problem was Poland. It was in 
reality a double problem, as the bitter dispute 
it produced dealt with both the make-up of the 
country’s Government and its postwar bound- 
aries. The Big Three conference has evolved 
a formula for fair solution of each, by (1) a 
merger of the contending Polish factions in a 
new, democratic, broadly based Government, 
and (2) advising that the ,Eastern frontier shall 
follow the Curzon Line, with certain digressions, 
presumably to take in such cities as Lwow, in 
favor of Poland. They accept the Poles’ claims 
for “substantial accessions of territory” from 
Germany on their Western border, but, evidently 
recognizing the thorny ethnic problems this in- 
volves, they leave definition of that boundary to 
the study of the peace conference. 

If the terms on a new Government for Poland 
indicate a concession by Stalin, who had taken 
a vigorous stand in behalf of the present Lublin- 
Warsaw setup, then the strong, unequivocal state- 
ment on the future of liberated Europe means 
a considerable concession by Churchill, and one 
of only lesser scope by Roosevelt. 

* * » 

The Big Three’s commitment to “processes 
which will enable the liberated peoples to de- 
stroy the last vestiges of Nazism and Fascism 
and to create democratic institutions of their 
own choice” means, or should mean, that there 
will be no more efforts to force a King George 
on unwilling Greeks, or a King Peter on stub- 
born Yugoslavs. This section calls for a meas- 
ure of Big Three intervention in other coun- 
tries if considered necessary, but the strong re- 
affirmation of faith in the Atlantic Charter 
which it carries should be assurance that such 
interference will be undertaken only when re- 
quired to safeguard democracy. 

Recent misgivings about Allied policy have 
been caused by the apparent breakdown of the 
War Crimes Commission. The Declaration of 
Yalta gives a fresh and hard-hitting directive 


to that body by expressing determination to 
“bring all war criminals to just and swift pun- 
ishment.”’ Surely the memory of their millions 
of victims, and the necessity for a stern example 
to the world, could accept no less. 

The other points of the section on postwar 
treatment of Germany are equally positive and 
sweeping, with an introductory sentence that 
tells what the Allied world has been longing to 
hear, and to have done: 

It is our inflexible purpose to destroy Ger- 
man militarism and to insure that Germany 
will never again be able to disturb the peace 
of the world. 

hat is what the peace-makers of 1919 failed 

to do. That is what must be done to guard the 
next generation against the horrors and losses 
of World War III, and to set the stage for 
creating a workable world security organization. 
It is to be done, the conferees promise, by an 
all-out program of disarmament, control of Ger- 
man industry, wiping out of the whole Nazi 
system and all its works, permanent breaking 
up of the General Staff, a reparations program, 
policing of the country and whatever. other 
measures May be needed to preserve the world’s 
safety. 

* These are the essentials for curbing this 
chronic disturber of the world’s peace. They are 
laid down in a spirit of justice and of self- 
protection for the world, not of vengeance, 
With them goes a warning to the German peo- 
ple that the cost of their defeat becomes heavier 
with each day their hopeless resistance con- 
tinues, for ‘‘Nazi Germany is doomed.” With 
them, too, goes the assurance that “it is not 
our purpose to destroy the people of Germany,” 
but that it is our purpose to make sure that 
Nazism and militarism are destroyed, so that 
their country, after its period of custody and 
probation, may take its place in the family of 
nations. 

* * * 


This is sound psychological warfare. It does 
not recede an iota from the principle of uncon- 
ditional surrender, and it does not promise a 
“soft” peace. Instead, it holds out hope of a 
peaceful life in a secure world for the Germans 
after they have paid the penalties imposed on 
their war-making country by the judgment of 
their intended victims. 

The hope of a secure democratic world rings 
throughout the document—in the plans for early 
creation of an international peace organization, 
in the April meeting at San Francisco to pre- 
pare its charter, in the inclusion of France, 
China and others of the Allies in future plan- 
ning, in the arrangement for regular meetings 
of Foreign Secretaries, in the mapping of joint 
action at all points of procedure. 

The keynote of the document is unity—‘“for 
peace as well as war.” It required high devo- 
tion to unity to develop the many agreements on 
difficult problems that it embraces, and more 
unity will be needed to carry them to execution. 

On the fact that the Big Three could agree 
on so broad a program rests the hope that this 
time the world will not miss its opportunity to 
create peace and security for future generations.

New Threat to the Japs? 

There are multiplying straws in the wind of 
Russian participation in the war in the Pacific. 
The Russians have shown no undue alacrity over 
announcing their intention to extend the Mat- 
suoka non-intervention agreement with Japan. 
The Russians will participate in Combined Chiefs 
of Staff conferences with the British and our- 
selves. The proposed new protocol for aid to 
Russia from the United States, the United King- 
dom and Canada contains a provision that the 
Moscow Government can continue to get goods 
on a lend-lease basis after the European war 
ends, if it intends to enter the war against Japan. 

If Russia does join in that war, it would effect 
an interesting reversal of the route of her sup- 
ply. For the first three years, ships under 
Russian flag carried a large part of American 
aid to Russia across the Pacific and right through 
Japanese straits. Vladivostok became one of the 
busiest ports in the world, and the Trans-Siber- 


_ jan carried annually more than 2,000,000 tons of 


freight to the Moscow industrial region and the 
railheads for the fighting fronts. Under the 
new situation, the tonnage would move from 
European Russia across Siberia to the new front 
against the Japs. 

Russia has maintained strong forces in the 
Siberian Far East all through the war with Ger- 
many, to insure that the Japanese would not 
take them unawares. The transport situation 
chiefly responsible for the Kuropatkin defeat 
at Mukden in 1904 has been changed complete- 
ly. In place of a single track railroad, there 
are now three double-track lines across the 
Siberian steppes and lakes. No wonder Japan 
voices apprehension. No wonder the lend-lease 
proposal has been advanced.

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. The State Medical School Bill 


A bill to expand the University of Missouri’s 
two-year medical school to a full four-year course 
is before the Legislature, and is supported by 
the State Medical Association. Before hasty 
action is taken on the bill, however, it would be 
well for the legislators to consider carefully the 
university Board of Curators’ report on the 
subject, issued a few days ago. 

Missourians, physicians and laymen alike, 
would take pride in seeing a complete medical 
course at their State university. However, the 
curators present a documented and fact-crammed 
study of 52 printed pages that tells convincingly 
why this is not the time for such a change. 

One argument‘ raised in favor of the new 
school is the shortage of doctors. The curators 
point out that the difficulty has been not so 
much a shortage as uneven distribution of doc- 
tors, and that there is at present no shortage 
of medical schools, but a shortage of students, 
since draft policies are cutting enrollments dras- 
tically. Furthermore, the State already has two 
four-year medical schools, at Washington and 
St. Louis universities, while the University of 
Kansas school uses clinical facilities in Kansas 
City. 

A compelling immediate argument is in the

Medical practitioners are now fully occupied; 
in any event, a part-time teaching staff would 
be unsatisfactory. Surely the university should 
not lower its professional standards for the sake 
of hurriedly expanding its medical school. To 
quote the response of Dr. Alan Gregg, Rocke- 
feller Foundation director of medical science, 
to the curators’ inquiry: 


Your medical school at a singularly un- 
propitious time is attempting a singularly 
difficult decision and probably thereafter a 
very complicated and troublesome task. You 
would have been well advised to wait for the 
personnel, the lower building costs and the 
less feverish tempo of peacetime. 


All this ought.to be sufficient notice to the 
Legislature that the bill should not be passed. 


Financing World Reconstruction 

There is statesmanship in the President’s mes- 
sage of yesterday on the reasons why immediate 
action is needed on the Bretton Woods proposals 
for an international monetary fund and an inter- 
national bank. 

Its most useful effect, no doubt, is to set these 
financial proposals in the proper frame of refer- 
ence for their consideration as an important 
integral part of what he terms the “solid founda- 
tions of international political and economic co- 
operation.” 

As Dumbarton Oaks offers the political corner- 
stone, so does Bretton Woods the economic one. 
It does so both from the standpoint of American 
self-interest and from that of world need. We 
must have prosperous world markets to insure 
our own prosperity. As Mr. Roosevelt says, “Our 
highly developed economy can play a role im- 
portant to the rest of the world—and very 
profitable to the United States.” 

The main job of the restoration that must 
follow combat is not relief, but reconstruction. 
Most of this must be done by local people and 
their governments, whose main problem will be 
to obtain the means of payment for the indis- 
pensable goods and services their rebuilding will 
require. That is why the international bank 
and the international fund are both sound and 
useful proposals. 

The American Bankers’ Association has ap- 
proved, in principle, the international bank, but 
is highly critical of the international monetary 
fund, because it puts the onus of proving the 
unsoundness of a request for funds on the bor- 
rower rather than the lender country. It is 
argued on behalf of this idea that after the war 
most of the countries of the world will be bor- 
rowers, and that they fear that, unless safeguards 
are set up, we will crack the whip over their 
heads. Hence the change from the usual base. 

It is imperative that we keep always in mind 
that our resources—of goods and services, of 
food and machinery, of technical knowledge and 
capital, of understanding and good will—are 
indispensable to world recovery. 

The President put it extremely well when he 
said: “The point in history at which we stand 
is full of promise and of danger.” We ourselves 
will chiefly determine which it will be.

Soviet Russia and the United States both 
Consider themselves democracies; each 
thinks that the other's claim is partly fraud. 


The primary reason is that Russians live 
under an authoritarian central government, 
but have a good deal to say about things 
that concern them directly in their daily 
work. Americans have a democratic gov- 
ernment, but typically have to take au- 
thoritarian orders from a “boss” on the job. 


Russians love to point to the contrast 
between Jeffersonian democracy and the 
great corporations, which dominate large 
sectors of our economic life and have vast 
powers over the economic life of the in- 
dividuals they employ. Through their ¢on- 
trol over the volume of production, em- 
ployment and payrolls, these private insti- 
tutions, responsible only to a small class of 
stockholders, make major decisions affect- 
ing our whole economy. 


Russian a Collective Farmer 


In Russia these decisions are made by 
Government officials, theoretically repre- 
sentative of the whole people and respon- 
sible to them, 


To American minds, the theory is com- 
pletely vitiated by the one-party system, 
the controlled press, and the lack of civil 
liberties. But the Russians, having never 
known political democracy on a large scale, 
don’t even notice these shortcomings. 


The typical Russian is a collective farmer, 
and as such, member of a producers’ co- 
operative. He has a house, garden plot, 
and maybe some chickens, pigs, and a cow 
of his own, and he is part owner with a 
voice in managing the collective. 

The average collective farm has 75 fami- 
lies and employs its own expert managers. 
The members are divided into brigades to 
do the field work and look after: the collec- 
tive’s livestock, being paid at the end of 
the year out of profits in accordance with 
their work and skill. 

Through Government “machine tractor 
stations,” the latest available farm machin- 
ery is employed. The large fields of the 
collective make it possible to use this to 
best advantage, as could not be done on the 
old, narrow, individual strips of pre-Soviet 
peasant fields. 

The speed and violence with which col- 
lectivization was put through meant that, 
in early days, the direct town-meeting-style 
democracy provided for by law did not come 
off. But for years it has been coming back. 


Town-Meeting Democracy 


Town-meeting-style. democracy is age-old 
in Russian peasant villages. It was the 
primary reality of life, compared to which 
the cruelty and violence of the far-off cen- 
tral Government meant little, whether it 
was that of the Czar or the Bolsheviks. 


The land belonged to the village, and was 
periodically redivided according to the num- 
ber of available workers. Big operations 
like plowing and harvesting were planned 
in village meeting, and done co-operatively. 
The collective farm is simply an adaptation 
of this ancient and well-established type 
of;- down-to-earth democracy to modern, 
mechanized farming. 

City workers in Russia feel themselves 
to be part of the management in a@ way 
few Americans can do. Partly this is an 
illusion, but there is something to it. 


The direct “workers’ control of produc- 
tion” with which the Bolsheviks started in 


~ 


1917 lasted only a few months, and was 
obviously unworkable, 
unions are concerned with what are essen- 
tially management problems — efficiency 
and morale of the workers, factory lunch- 
rooms and day nurseries and workers’ 
housing. Russian factories have frequent 
“production conferences,” at which plant 
technicians and the best workers try to 
figure ways to increase efficiency. 


People Used to Hardships 


Communist party members in any em- 
ployment have special responsibilities to see 
that party decisions are carried out. They 
also run the “wall newspaper,” which serves 
as a house organ. This is typically much 
more lively and controversial than an 
American house organ. 


Large enterprises are owned by the State, 
and profits are divided between the Gov- 
ernment and a fund used for workers’ 
bonuses, housing and plant improvements. 
The management is responsible ultimately 
to the “People’s Commissar” of a Govern- 
ment department, and his bonuses are more 
likely to depend on quantity of production 
than on profits. Base pay is set by the 
Government, so the management can only 
give raises. 


The “People’s Government” has been ex- 
ploiting the workers more harshly than 
American business men ever would, in order 
to industrialize and arm in time to be ready 
for invasion. Russia was a poor country, 
used to hardships, and the record when 
the invasion came justified the sacrifices, 
in the eyes of most Russians. 

However it looks to us, they feel the 
Government is theirs. 


TRIBUTE TO THE MEDICS

The “medic” is a must in any fighting 
force. He is likely to combine the func- 
tions of Kipling’s Gunga Din, Florence 
Nightingale, the Good Samaritan and the 
most skillful surgeon science has produced. 
He frequently does so at the cost of his 
own life. 

Unarmed stretcher-bearers seek out the 
wounded where the shells are still striking. 
Because they know that time is of the 
essence, they are always in a hurry. Some- 
times a complicated operation has to be 
performed in a foxhole. But they try hard 
to get the victim to the nearest hospital. 

Maybe it is a blasted barn or an open 
cellar. It may be a tent over the brow of 
the next hill, with the surgeons operating 
under enemy fire. At Bastogne, two or 
three surgeons had to handle 800 patients 
with nothingyto dull their pain but cognac. 
Everybody cheered when five more sur- 
geons got through by plane and glider. 

There ig little glory in the Medical Corps, 
It is just hard, dirty work and mighty dan- 
gerous. The Red Cross seems to mean 
little to the enemy. He has bombed hos- 
pital tents from Anzio to Aachen. These 
medics are tough, but among the torn and 
dying men they learn to be tender, too, 
They shun glory, but they have their pride, 

They are proud to have saved 97 out of 
every 100 wounded. They are proud that 
their miracle drugs and blood banks send 
from 50 to 80 back to fight again. They 
are proud because nobody in our whole 
vast army, not even the foremost combat 
crew or the deadliest flying wing, has done 
a finer job than the Medical Corps.

Plan for Re-educating Germany 
Winds Up as a Plea for Mercy 


“Re-educating Germany,”” by Werner Richter; Trans- 
lated by Paul Lehmann. (University of Chicage 
Press, Chicago.) 

There is no question whether Germany 
can or will be re-educated. ‘She is, right 
now, in the throes of the first stages of 
that process. The pertinent questions are 
How? By whom? And for what? 

Prof. Richter, Under Secretary in the 
Prussian Ministry of Education during the 
Weimar Republic, proposes answers to 
these three questions. His means of edu- 
cation ig a completely revamped school 
system modeled in most details after 
American schools—woman teachers in ele- 
mentary schools; vocational and general 
education combined at the secondary level; 
college, complete with dormitories and 
athletics, between the secondary school and 
the university. 


This school system is to be administered 
and manned by the “new Government,” the 
nature of which he does not attempt to 
forecast, except to plead that it be German, 
not English or American or Russian. This 
is to him vital if the confidence of Ger- 
man youth is to be gained and if confusion 
and conflict are to be avoided. 

Richter has not escaped a fallacy com- 
mon in America. The full meaning and 
practice of democracy are not and cannot 
be taught by indoctrination—not by politi- 
cal fiat, not by courses of study, not even 
by parental authority, Democracy is learned 
only by living. It is taught only by setting 
up the conditions under which democratic 
ways can be practiced. Exactly how Amer- 
ica, by school, home and community, re 
produces its democracy in generation after 
generation has never been adequately 
analyzed or convincingly defined, but cer- 
tainly the dangling of an ideal, no matter 
how pure or how fervently advocated, is 
not*the way. 

* * 

Richter is blind to another problem. As 
a German, he cannot conceive that pro- 
longed foreign control of the Reich’s edu- 
cation will produce anything but immediate 
resentment and ultimate revolt. Reading 
his own account of the catastrophic failure 
of German inter-war education, we cannot 
conceive that lack of foreign control will 
produce anything but another Hitler, or at 
the best a life-in-death similar to Spain’s 
of the last three centuries. 

The book is so persuasively written and 
so comprehensively executed that one may 
forget how unreal it is. The schools, the 
students, the Government and the ideals 
discussed by the author are non-existent. 
Basically, his ig a plea for mercy—a digni- 
fied and noble plea, offering as justifica- 
tion the best the author has: a blueprint 
of a penitent and purified Germany that 
might be built. One’s heart goes out to him 
for the. years of patient, loving labor he 
has devoted to the memory of a dream.

The Hour of Partial Victory 


HEN Secretary Stimson was asked whether the recent Allied 
successes had made a national service act less important, he 
replied, “There is not the slightest change in that respect, regard- 


ing the need for the bill.” 


Surely this is an understatement. For the 


truth is that the better the prospect of an early end to the fighting 
in Europe, the more urgently necessary it is to have a national service 


act for civilians. 

Without it, the surrender of Ger- 
many is almost certain to produce 
a labor crisis which will disorgan- 
ize the war industries that must 
support the war against Japan. 

This crisis, which will take the 
form of a helter-skelter rush to 
be the first to “reconvert” and the 


first to get peace-time jobs, will 
be the grossest and cruelest kind 
of injustice to the fighting forces 
—to those who still have a savage 
war that they must fight in the 
Pacific, and to the millions who 
must remain in Europe, and in all 
the dreary garrisons scattered 
about the world, for many long 
months, 


Order on the Home Front. 


That will be the time when, in 
elementary decency, we must 
maintain discipline and order on 
the home front. The men in uni- 
form will not be allowed to de- 
mobilize themselves, and in honor 
the civilians at home must also 
be held to their duty. This must 
be done, if for no other reason 
than that soldiers and civilians 
shall not become too deeply di- 
vided by their different fate in 
this war. 

Experience shows clearly that 
the volunteer spirit and the sense 
of duty Segin to flag when e 
prospects are brightest. In de- 
feat and disaster, the volunteer 
spirit is strong—so strong that it 
will override those who object to 
using compulsion upon the minor- 
ity who do not come forward vol- 
untarily. ' 

But victories, especially vic- 
tories which promise to be de 
cisive, undermine the volunteer 
spirit: those with the least desire 
to serve relax into their private 
ambitions, threaten to get the best 
places first, and by this competi- 
tion make it more difficult and 
more costly for the more conscien- 
tious to continue to do their duty. 

The hour of partial victory is, 
therefore, the most difficult hour 
through which the troops and the 
war workers will pass. We are 
perhaps at the beginning of it 
now. This time of moral testing 
will last through the final battles 
in Europe, will continue into the 
exceedingly difficult period of 
pacification and occupation, and 
will not be over until the final 
strategical plan for the defeat of 
Japan has been adopted and is in 
operation. 


Between War and Peace. 


During this time, millions of 
troops at the front, millions of 
civilians at home,. will be betwixt 
and between war and peace, and 
that will be the supreme moment 
of personal crisis when all of us 
will need to be held firmly in 
steady resolution. 

We must summon up the imagi- 


nation to see that this world war 
differs from the first World War, 
and from any other war in our ex- 
perience, in that it cannot have a 
simple conclusion. 


It is two great wars that were 
closely connected in their begin- 
nings. The Japanese aggression 
began before the German aggres- 
sion. But it spread because the 
German power was s0 much 
greater and so much more deeply 
threatening to Weste-n civilization 
that for long adeq tate force could 
not be spared to check Japan. 


Pacification, Not Occupation. 


As a result, Japan has become so 
well entrenched in @hina, and has 
overrun so many large territories 
that, after the fall of Germany, it 
is an enormous undertaking to 
subdue Japan. 


Never before have we, or indeed 
any of our Allies, been in a posi- 
tion where after winning one great 
war we had to go right on to the 
most difficult part of another 
great war. 


Moreover, in winning the Euro- 
pean war against the German 
Army, we face at once a task of 
peculiar military difficulty. It is 
usually supposed that when the or- 
ganized German resistance comes 
to an end, our troops will ride into 
Germany and settle down and con- 
duct an “occupation.” Almost cer- 
tainly, it will not be like that. For 
some time to come we shall be en- 
gaged in a work that can best be 
described as the pacification of 
Germany. 


This will be an active military 
operation, wholly different, of 
course, from breaking through the 
Siegfried line, but one requiring 
great judgment on the part of the 
commanders and an especial dis- 
cipline and morale among the 
troops. os 


Disorganization Menace. 


It will be the period when the 
German Army is being demobil- 
ized, German industry demilitar- 


ized, the debris of the German 
State de-Nazified, the guerrillas 
and conspiratorial gangs tracked 
down, the war criminals arrested, 
the Allied prisoners and deportees 
liberated and returned to their 
homes, the loot recovered or in 
some measure replaced, and in the 
general wreck of German society 
the beginnings of a new and better 
order of things protected and en- 
couraged. 


All this will have to be carried 
on while the Japanese war is being 
carried to its conclusion. To do it 
successfully will be a tremendous 
task. To do it all we cannot afford 
to let the home front become dis- 
organized by a private demobili- 
zation of war workers, each man 
for himself and the devil take the 
hindmost. 


CAPT. EMMER SLIGHTLY HURT 
WHEN SHOT DOWN IN FRANCE 


Capt. Wallace N. Emmer, Clay- 
ton’ fighter pilot now a German 
prisoner, was slightly burned, but 
not seriously injured when he was 
shot down over France last Aug. 
®, he said in a letter to his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Vivien Emmer, 
6304 South Rosebury avenue, Clay- 
ton. It was the first word they 
received directly from Capt. Em- 
mer, since he was taken prisoner 
after being shot down. 

He wrote that he has been get- 
ting good care and will have “a 
perfect recovery” and added that 
he has “no complaints.” He ap- 
parently is unaware of the death 
of his 19-year-old brother, Pfc. 
Raymond P. Emmer, an infantry- 
man who was killed in action in 
Germany last Nov. 18, as he in- 
quired about him.

He also holds the 
Distinguished Flying, Cross with 
an Oak Leaf Cluster’and the Air 
Medal with 20 clusters.

Pfc. W. E. Patterson 


Volunteered as Litter 


Bearer at Front in Italy—Other 
Exploits Reported. 


Under heavy enemy artillery fire 
and over rugged, muddy terrain, 
Pfc. Will E. Patterson of St. Louis 
worked 24 hours a day for four 
days helping to evacuate wound- 
ed from the front lines in North- 
ern Italy, a Fifth Army dispatch 
reported today. 

Because of mud and other natur- 
al obstacles, a round trip between 
the front and the forward medical 
ma station teok from six to 12 
hours. 

Once Patterson and the men 
with him received an urgent call 
to evacuate two wounded Ameri- 


cans lying in an area exposed to 
artillery fire. They found one, but 
before reaching him he was killed 
by a direct hit. The other wound- 
ed man was brought back to the 
battle station through mortar fire. 
A superior officer described the 
feat as “one of the most courage 
@us actions I've ever seen.” 

Patterson, a member of an anti- 
tank company, had volunteered to 
serve as a litter bearer during a 
rifle company attack. His home 
it at 325 East Steins street. 

Two Wounded by Shells. 

Pvt. Carl H. Weber, an infantry- 
man, is at Letterman General Hos- 
pital, San Francisco, after having 
been wounded on Leyte by a 
Japanese mortar shell which, he 
said, landed “almost in my back 
pocket.”

Minnie Weber, 311I5A Keokuk 
street. 

“I owe my life to the medics,” 
Weber told an Army correspond- 
ent. “Two of them were working 
over me within a couple of min- 
utes.

Losses ‘Relatively 
High,’ No Net Gains 
Made in Attack. 


ROME, Feb. 13 (AP). — The 
United States Ninety-second In- 
fantry Division and its supporting 


armor were mauled severely in 
fighting attendant on their abor- 
tive attack in the Ligurian coastal 
sector, Fifteenth Army group 
headquarters said today.

Sharp German counterattacks 
supported by concentrated artil- 
lery and mortar fire repulsed the 
Negro doughboys after they had 
gained as much as a mile on a 
five-mile front. The Ninety-sec- 
ond’s first full attack as a division 
was launched last Thursday and 
penetrated to within two and one 
half miles of Massa before the 
enemy drove the Americans back 
in four days of fighting. 

Action yesterday was limited to 
patrolling after the Ninety-second 
had fallen back virtually to the 
starting point of its attack, near 
the south shore of the Fiume La 
Foce, a small stream south of 
Massa. 

In the Serchio Valley about 15 
to 20 miles inland, however, the 
enemy continued to launch small 
counterattacks against American 
positions.

PLANE PLANTS 


Attacks at Nagoya Have Cost Enemy Up to 
3300 Engines, 20th Air Force 
Officer Says. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP).— 
Aerial reconnaissance in the last 
three days shows that some of the 
largest aircraft plants in the Jap- 
anese home islands are being at 
least partly dismantled, Brig. Gen. 
Lauris Norstad, chief of staff of 
the Twentieth Air Force, told a 
press cpnference yesterday. At 
least some of these plants are in- 
Stallations not yet attacked by 
B-29s, he said. - 
It has been known for some 
time that the Japanese were trans- 
ferring some heavy industries to 
Manchuria, but this is the first in- 
dication that home island airoraft 
plants are being moved. 

Effects of Raids. 

Assessing results of B-29 attacks, 
Norstad said: 
“It has been estimated by im- 
partial Army and Navy military 
analysts that in the three aircraft 
engine plants of Mitsubishi in 
Nagoya, Kawasaki in Kobe, and 
Nakajima in Tokyo, something in 
the neighborhood of 75 per cent to 
80 per cent of all Japanese aircraft 
engines are produced. 

“These experts also tell us that 
as a result of attacks on the 
Mitsubishi engine plant in Nagoya, 
one to three months’ production 
has been lost which will result in 
loss of output equivalent to 1400 
to 3300 engines. Preliminary esti- 
mates indicate a further produc- 
tion loss of 800 to 1000 engines 
and 350 to 750 combat aircraft as 
a result of the attacks against 
Kawasaki.”

O, we have not made any 

mistake when we advised you 

in today’s recipe to heat the 
cherries and liquid and pour them 
on top the pudding batter. The 
technique of combining the in- 
gredients, we grant you, is a bit 
daffy, but this is an exception to 
the rule and does work out to the 
best advantage. While the pud- 
ding is baking, most of the cher- 
ries and all of the liquid will 
sink to the bottom of the pan, 
and somehow, they grab onto 
enough flour in the batter to cook 
into a sauce of just the right con- 
sistency. One might be led to 
think the batter might bake into 
a soggy, heavy pudding. But the 
opposite result is achieved. The 
pudding is as light, fluffy and 
edible as you could hope it to be. 
I know of no way to use a No. 2 
can of cherries and turn out more 
welcome results, Be sure to 
choose a baking pan of the right 
size so you won't lose a drop of 
the beautiful sauce, 


Upside-Down Cherry Pudding. 


One and one-half cups all-pur- 
pose flour, one and one-half tea- 
spoons baking powder, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, one-half cup short- 
ening, one cup sugar, one egg, un- 
beaten, one teaspoon vanilla, one 
cup milk. Sauce: three-fourths 
cup sugar, one No. 2 tin sour red 
pitted cherries and juice (seven- 
eighths cup juice, two cups fruit), 
one-half cup boiling water. Sift 
flour, measure and resift twice 
with baking power and es salt. 
Cream shortening, add sugar 
gradually and continue creaming 
until light and fluffy... Beat in 
whole egg. Stir in vanilla. Add 
sifted ingredients alternately with 
milk, beginning and ending @ith 
flour and beating well after each 
addition. Pour into a buttered 
nine-inch square pan, two and 
one-half inches deep. Prepare 
sauce by heating sugar, cherries, 
juice and boiling water, and pour 
it over the batter. Place in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees) and 
bake for about 45 to 55 minutes, 
or until pudding begins to shrink 
from sides and top is goken 
brown, When baked, sauce will be 
on the bottom. Serve like any 
other pudding. Eight servings.

ASE E-287: Wilton E. Hall and his charming brunette wife 
came to Chicago for an editorial convention last spring. 
Mrs. Crane and I took them to see the stage play 
“Oklahoma.” We had seen it once before, so this was Our seéc- 
ond visit, but we still haven’t been able to decipher part of the 
dialogue and our hearing is normal. 

The first time we occupied front-row balcony seats on the 
center aisle. But we couldn’t hear, for the girls in their dia- 
logue had to talk across an intervening orchestra, which kept 
playing. 

It would have been bad enough if any actress had endeav- 
ored to make a speech in such a large theater without a loud 
speaker system to amplify the weak female voice. But these 
actresses had no loud speaker system and their faces weren't 
turned fully to the front. In a few instances, they actually 
talked with their backs to the audience, a violation of the 
simplest axioms of stage phychology.

MEANWHILE, despite their weak female tones, the or- 
chestra occasionally would play during their dialogues. ,I’ll 
admit that the orchestra played softly, but any playing at all 
is wholly uncalled for when a woman's voice is supposed to 
carry through a large theater without a loud speaker system. 

Even a powerful male speaker would have a tough time 
trying to make an audience hear his bellowing tones, if he had 
to shout across an intervening orchestra that kept playing. 

Then how do these theater managers expect their patrons 
to fully enjoy a play, when a weaker-voiced actress is trying 
to converse?

IF IT IS considered necessary to keep an orchestra play- 
ing during stage dialogue, then the orchestra should be behind 
the speakers. It is thus possible for a listener to comprehend 
a weaker sound against a noisy background, but not across 
such an intervening source of sound.

the engineer is on the same side as the listener. But he can’t 
be heard if he tries to speak across the locomotive to a listener 
on the far side.

Stage shows would be much more popular if the managers 
used a few more loud speakers and changed the location of 
the orchestra.

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In Its Way, Manila Cafe Is One of Most Exclusive Places in Town.

NLESS you were looking for 
OR you probably would never 
know about the Manila Cafe. 
It is sandwiched in between a 
grocery store and a dressmaking 
establishment at 4203 Olive street, 
and although its appearance is 
anything but pretentious, it is, in 
its way, one of the most exclusive 
eating places in St. Louis. Be- 
cause its clientele is composed al- 
most exclusively of Filipinos, and 
the Filipino population, at this 
stage of the war, stands some- 
where in the neighborhood of 50. 
Despite its mame, the place 
could hardly be described as a 
breath of old Manila. In fact, it 
looks pretty much like any other 
small cafe of its class, but to the 
Filipinos of St. Louis it is more 
than just @ place to eat. It isa 
place to loaf and a place to talk. 
It is here that the. Filipinos gath- 
er to drink their coffee and eat 
their adobo and speculate upon 
the probable fate of their families 
and friends, from whom they have 
been cut off since Pearl Harbor. 
And it. was here, of course, that 
they gathered to celebrate when 
they heard the news of the re- 
capture of Manila. 


George Taguding, who came 
over from Manila 14 years ago, 
and who has lived in St. Louis for 
ll years, is owner, Manager and 
chief cook. He served nine 
months in the army himself, and 
was recently discharged. “Honor- 
ably discharged,” he pointed out. 

George took us to the rear of 
the cafe, which is divided from 
the front by a partition, and we 
sat down in the booth. There are 
two booths in the back, and it is 
there that the Filipinos gather to 
eat, sit and talk. The front end 
has tables covered with bright yel- 
low cloths, and they are at the 
disposal of anyone who cares to 
enter, but they don’t get much 
use. The place is more like a 
home than a cafe, George ex- 
plained. “And this is our kitchen. 
Anyone is welcome, but we sort of 
run it to suit ourselves.” 

Before the war there were some 
200 Filipinos in St. Louis. George 
pointed to the honor roll which is 
prominent on one wall in the front 
part of the cafe. On it were 43 
names, hand-lettered. Above the 
honor roll was a piece by Col. Car- 
los Romulo, clipped ‘from a maga- 
zine, and entitled, “I am a Fili- 
pino.” Above that was a hand- 
colored American eagle, and above 
the eagle was a picture of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

George introduced us to Map 
Ezpeleta, who had just come in. 
He joined us in the booth and or- 
dered the inevitable cup of coffee.

The honor roll, Ezpeleta explained, 
contains only a part of the names 
because the man who used to keep 
it up was himself inducted some 
months ago, and since then it has 
been kept in a. very haphazard 
fashion. 

The Manila Cafe, he continued, 
is headquarters, or was, of the 
Filipino Circle. This was a thriv- 
ing organization before the war 
and had social gatherings every 
Saturday night. There were offi- 
cers and a board of directors, but 
the war has rather taken it out of 
the Circle, and they haven't elect- 
ed a president since 1942. Frank 
Costello, a Pullman attendant, was 
the last president elected.

EZPELETA, who has been in 
the United States since 1912, 
looked like a prosperous, middle- 
aged business man. He wore rim- 
less glasses, a neat gray double- 
breasted suit and a stiff collar. 
Most of the Filipinos who drifted 
in and out of the place were as 
well turned out, and most of them 
wore the same type of suit, stiff 
collar and conservative tie. 

Basil Garcia, who has been a 
waiter at the Park Plaza for 11 
years, joined the group. Garcia is 
typical of the St. Louis Filipinos, 
virtually all of whom, he said, 
work ag waiters, cooks, chauffeurs 
and Pullman attendants. Only 
about 10 per cent, he said, work 
for private families. 

Most of the Filipinos, when they 
gather at the Manila Cafe, revert 
to their native tongue. Elsewhere 
they speak English, of course, and 
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at home they speak English to 
their wives. Many of them, 
George explained, are married to 
girls from the States. Incidentally, 
there is, we learned, but one Fili- 
pino girl in St. Louis. She is here 
to go to school. The Filipino 
women, George explained, come to 
the States only for an education. 
“It is not,” he said, “for them to 
work.” 

An exception to the occupational 
pattern of the Filipinos is found 
in Miguel Siyang, who came in to 
join the group, and who was in- 
troduced with obvious pride as a 
man of some tonsequence, Miguel 
is a lawyer. He came to this 
country 19 years ago when he was 
14 years old, worked his way 
through high school and through 
St. Louis University Law School. 
Miguel sat down with us and soon 
he and Ezpeleta were discussing 
the course of the recent eventg in 
Manila and the probable fate of 
their families and friends. 

Most of them still have families 
on the islands. “But of course,” 
said Miguel, “we don’t know if 
they are still there. We won't 
know until we hear from them.” 

“The thing I have always hoped,” 
said Ezpeleta, “is that my brother 
left Manila and went to the prov- 
inces before the city was taken, 
He would have a lot more chance 
to skip and hide from the Japs.” 

“The last letter I got from my 
mother,” said Miguel, “came on 
the day Pearl Harbor was at- 
tacked. I had sent Christmas pres- 
ents in November of that year, but 
they only got to Hawaii and then 


came back.” 

A waitress asked Ezpeleta what 
he wanted to eat and the conver- 
sation turned to the subject of 
food. Our attention was called to 
a menu on the wall, which of- 
fered, among familiar dishes, such 
items as the following: amapa- 
laya, cabatiti, pitchay, tobangoa, 
adobo, otang and tarong. Most of 
the dishes, George explained, are 
made with fish and fresh vege- 
tables. And by that they mean 
fresh. They refuse to eat anything 
out of a can. They are also sus- 
picious of meat, or rather, of 
meat markets, which is why they 
eat so much fish. On the islands, 
George said, a Filipino won’t eat 
any meat that he hasn’t butchered 
himself, 

George insisted that we try one 
of his dishes and brought us an 
order of pitchay, which turned 
out to be shrimp, hunks of pork, 
celery, garlic and several! other in- 
gredients all in a rich gravy. A 
bowl of rice accompanied it, and 
after we had eaten several bites 
we found that its excellent flavor 
more than offset its rather ripe 
aroma. 

When we departed from the 
Manila cafe, full of pitchay and a 
half dozen cups of coffee, we left 
the boys making plans_for a vic- 
tory celebration. They had also 
discussed the revival of the Fili- 
pino Circle to its former state of 
glory, and it seemed apparent 
that the turn of events in Manila 
had lifted the veil of gloom which 
has hung over the Manila Cafe 
for the last three years.

Q. What is the origin of the 
phrase “dramatis personae,” mean- 
ing, “the cast of characters in a 
play”? ~» 

A. Dramatis personae (pro- 
nounced: DRAM-uh-tiss per-SOE- 
nee) means literally, “the masks 
of the drama.” 

The theaters of ancient Greece 
and Rome were hardly anything 
more than dancing Circles, usually 
located at the foot of a small hill 
on which the spectators sat and 
looked down upon the play. 

So great was the distance be-

tween audience and players that 
the actors had to wear large and 
exaggerated masks of the char- 
acters which they portrayed. The 
masks also served to magnify the 
voices of the players. 

The Latin word for mask is 
persona, and its literal meaning is 
“the mask worn by the actors in 
the Greek and Roman drama.” By 
extension, persona came to mean 
“the character represented by the 
actor; the part which anyone 
plays; the character which one 
sustains in the world.” Hence, “a 
person in the abstract.” 

When persona entered English 
and became the word person, it 


was pronounced “parson,” in the 
same way that the British still say 
“darby” for derby, “clark” for 
clerk, “Barkley,” for Berkeley, etc. 
In those days it was customary 
to speak of a man of high rank or 
dignity, such as a choir-master 
or a curate, as “the person.” In 
time the spelling was changed to 
correspond with the “ar” pronun- 
ciation, and the word became par- 
son, meaning, colloquially, “any 
clergyman or preacher,” 


But the word person, in its pres- 
ent sense, remained unchanged in 
spelling; and, in the course of 
time, the word lost the “ar” sound.
